Colony’s “Powers of | 
Trial. 


PROTRACTED ARGUMENT, 


The powers “of the Higher 
Court of Hong Kong to deal with 
eases of piracy formed the sul- 
ject of a lengthy discussion in 
the Full Court this morning, when 
the legal argument in connection 
with twelve men found guilty of 
piracy was continued. 


The Attorney-General — con- 
Winued with his argument that 
the men had been guilty of depre- 
dation, which he contended con- 
stituted an act of piracy jure gen- 
_ tium, “In furthering his submis- 
sion, he wished to state at the 
outset that questions as regards 
piracies on British ships and by 
British subjects would not enter 
. into the matter. They were dealt 
with by special statutes: both in 
“Britain and America. 

The act of piracy jure gentium, 
counsel claimed, was justiciable 
everywhere an offender may be 
found, induding Hong Kong. He 
would proceed to quote authority 
in suvnort. 

“The principal case, which 

«went the whole length of my 
argument,” said Mr. Alabaster, 
is thut of Kwok Ah-sing, which 
va decided in Hong Kong in 


_ An Old Dictum. 


Continuing, counsel quoted a 
dictum of Sir John Swayne’. in 
that case, in which it was laid 
down that where some of a large 
number of Chinese coolics, who 
were being taken from China to 
Peru in'a French ship, killed the 
captain-and-several.of-the French 
crew, and then took the ship to 

‘China, they were held to have 
been guilty of piracy jure gen- 
tium. The piracy was held not 
to be an offence against the muni- 
cipal law of China. If they com- 
mitted an act against the muni- 
cipal law of any nation, it was 
against the law of French, 
to which they were sub.

Counsel added that the Judge 
in the case had found that Kwok 
Ah-sing was guilty of no offence 
under British law. He (counsel) 
would Jay emphasis on the fact 
that the Judge had also said that 
it was piracy jure gentium, and, 
therefore, justificiable | in Hong 
Kong.

‘ Statute Unnecessary? 

The Chief Justice: If your 
submission is correct, then appar- 
ently the Statute of 1849 is un- 
necessary?

{fs ‘not required? ——- It is quite 
unnecessary for the purpose of 
giving jurisdiction as. regards 
piracy jure gentium, It was con- 
sidered necessary to pass the

been misleading. to have drafted 
the Statute without referring to 
piracy, because then it could have 
been argued that the Satute with- 
drew from the Colonial Court the 
jurisdiction previously given by 
the Law of Nations.

REHABILITATION OF 
“SILVER. 


Not Pressing Problem. 


of the Moment. 


While everyone in the , western 
world is being brought face to faco 
with the difficulties caused by the 
fall of prices as measured in gold. 
comparatively little attention, out- 
side the limited sphere of tho 
silver market and of others direct- 
ly effected, is being paid to the 
very much greater fall that is 
being imposed in countries where 
silver is the measure, states tho 
Financial News. It is, perhaps, 
some oxaggeration to say that the 
purchasing power of half the 
population of the world has thus 
been reduced by a fall that in five 
years has brought the gold value 
of silver from $2d. an ounce to 14d. 


This statement overlooks the 
very important difference between 
the position of the people of China, 
where silver is the measure of 
value, and that of India, where the 
rupee is a token coin having a 
value based on gold. Yet, oven in 
India, the depreciation of silver is 
a vital element in the economic, 
and, therefore, in the political 
situation, 


Mr. J, F. Darling, who urged the 
need for rehabilitating sllver at a 
meeting organised by the Royal 
Empire Society, is thus from all 
points of view justified {in em- 
phasising the immense and press- 
ing importance of the silver ques- 
tion upon the welfare of the Em- 
pire generally and of the country 
in ‘particular. 


The silver problem haa two as- 
pects that should be carefully dis- 
tinguished. From the long-period 
point of view it is part of the gold 
problem, ‘There ‘ia little doubt 
that, failing the restoration of 
silver to its old place as a measure 
of value in western countries, it 
will not be very long before vir- 
tually the whole world is on a gold 
Hasis. Suéh—a development” would 
greatly, accentuate the difficultica 


that might arise from a shortaga| 


of gold in the next five or ten 
years, 


Only Two Ways. 


There seem to be only two ways, 
broadly speaking, in which those 
difficulties can bo overcome. The 
one ia to move . forward, through 
central banking co-operation, to 
the position where the gold re 
garded as necessary for currency 
reserve purposes is very much re- 
duced. The other.is to broaden 
the metallic basis for reserves by 
the re-monetisation of silver. This 
issue is very largely a practical 
:one, depending upon the pro- 
bability that the necessary banking 
co-operation and the modification 
of central. bank. statutes can be 
brought about before .great diffi- 
culties result, from falling gold 
prices. ' 


The short-period problem ia how 
to overcome the immediate troubles 
‘that are now arising from the re- 
‘cent extreme fall in the gold yalue 
‘of ailver. They must be surmount: 
ed with reasonable promptitude if 
at-all. Jt ia no use to wait for 
several years, during which inters 
national agreement might concelv- 
.{ably. be reached for a policy. of 
bimetalliam. By that time, sup- 
‘|posing silver -to remain’ {in ‘the 
neighbourhood. of : Its present 
value, © labour “‘and ‘commodity 
values in .silver-using. countries 
would have been forced, with very 
great ~ attendant difficulties and 
hardships, down wt their Silver 
measute.- 

Once that had: taken’: dene the 
rehabilitation of silver would have 
to take. place on a basis of its de- 
precfated; gold value. . It. would be 


MORE EFFICIENCY IN; 
INDUSTRY. 


A Saving of Time and 
Materials. . 


STANDARDISATION PLEA. 


A plea for standardisation as an 
ald to industry was put forward by 
Mr. C.' Le Maistre, director of the 
British Enginoering Standards As- 
sociation, in a paper read before 
the Royal Society of Arts. While 
not claiming that standardisation 
was a panacea for all industrial 
evils, he considered {it an im- 
portant factor in diminishiag the 
excessive ups and downs from 
‘which industry suffered. It was, 
he said, one of the remarkable-de- 
velopments of the century in that 
it eliminated much of the avold- 
able waste and promoted greater 
efficiency in Industry. 


“In industry there are . threo 
main factors,” said Mr. ‘Le 
Malastre, “—the producers, the dis- 
tributors, and the consumers, It 
is common knowledge that in the 
ease of the older manufacturers, 
competition often drives them to 
give up all idea of economic ‘pro-~ 
duction and make not only their 
own particular design of com- 
modity, but also those of their com- 
petitors. As to the distributor, his 
problem is:possibly even more com- 
plicated. He has to carry an enor- 
mous varicty of patterns or sizes of 
each commodity. Then there ig 
the consumer, who wants some- 
thing efficient, yet easily | replace- 
able and at the same time, cheap.” 


’ The term “standardisation” was 
rather aon unfortunate one, al- 
though we could not find a better. 
It seemed to lead to the idea, very 
prevalent among many people, that 
it atultified progress by setting up 
unalterable standards, ~ Nothing 
was further from the facts. 


Under the genoral term of stand- 
ardisation, British standard speci! 
fications were prepared for quality 
of materials, standards of per-, 
formancé and to a certain extent: 
component parts for the purpose of | 
intercliangeability, as for instance | 
serew threads, sparking pluga, . 
electric lamps; ‘also factora of ! 
safety methods to be adopted for 
Feira) oh pty oes" gna ea 
extent dealt ‘with, 


Saving Time and Materials, 


“The use of standard specifica- 
tions,” said Mr.’ Le Maistre, “by 


.|saving waste of time and material, 


increases the competitive power of 
the manufacturers in the open 
markets, enabling them to secure 
more orders, and so they tend to 
Increase, rather than to diminish 
the number of employed. 


“Industrial standards ° which 
have to be reviewed: from time to 
time and brought up to date, would 


be ruined if they were made a mat- | 


ter of legislation; indeed, they: 
must be susceptible to compara- 
tively quick and. simple. modifica- 
tion, which would be :mpossible if: 
once they were fixed by. law. 

“Engineers of the country some 
80 years ago decided to form a 
standards organisation. They had 
the foresight .to. realise that it! 
must..be impartial, and indepen-| 
dent of Government control, yet. 
have the fullest Government sup- 
port in order to give. it authority: 
and so:the Engineering Standards 
Committee ‘came . into.- belng in 
1901. It has gradually .gained to 
a ‘most marked’ degree the. con- 
fidence of industry, and, under. ita 
present title, its work is growing 
by leaps and bounds. 

*“Great care has to be exercised 
in order to ensure that a standard 
specification supported. by. the 
trade shall not become.a hindrance 
to the introduction of - new .. pro- 
cesses, however radical ech be the 
changes: involved.

It is to be regretted that there are 
still many trades and induatriea 
outside of the enginecring and 
allied industries, which so far have 
given but little attention to this 
important matter. 


Coal Standardisation. 


“For the first time in the his. 
tory.of the coal trade, a British. 
standard specification’ drawn up . 
by the industry, quite apart from 
any Government control, giving 
standards for everyday commercial 
use, has been agreed upon, after 
strenuous efforts for three yenrs on 
the part of the Association. “The 
forcign buyers of British coal have 
been consulted during the pro-. 
cess, and their. criticisms hav 
been given the most careful 
consideration. Foreign buyers are 
not so prepared as they used to be 
to take British cool at its face 
value. They insist on some acian- 
tifle mothod of ascertalning its 
heating value and the amount of - 
rubbish it contains in the form of 
ash and other impurities. 


“The difficulties of language, of 
different units of measurement, 
and of industries and trade which 
have grown up along entirely 
different lines, present . most 
serious barriers tc the promotion 
of that spirit of co-operation with- 
out which induetrial standards are 
{nipossible to nrrive at, and there 
{is again the enormous ‘difficulty of 
differing fiacal policies. ‘On the 
other: hand, as international trade 
increases [t will become inevitable 
; that there should be some general 
agreemont between purchasers and 
producers all over the world. 


“So far aa the electrical Indus- 
try is concerned, this. is already 
being brought about through the 
International Electro-technical 
Commission which {s:supported by 
many Governments, as well as tho 
electrical industry of every coun- 
try producing or using .olectrical

CRISIS IN COPTIC 
CHURCH. 


Stability Imperilled by 
‘Controversy. 


A controversy which has been. 
raging for some time past be- 
tween the Clerical and Reform 
‘Parties of the Coptic Church has 
ched a point when it may 
create  Roniptete split and so do 
irreparable damage to the 
stability of. that ancient Chris- 
tian Church. 

The Coptic Church of Egypt, 
which carries its influence 
through the whole of the Soudan 
and far into Ethiopia, has a 
long history of religious strife 
and persecution, and is one of 
the outstanding examples of the 
tenacity of Christianity amid 
hostile surroundings: 

The present dispute dates from 
the year 1883, when popular de, 
mand forced the Egyptian Govern- 
mont to authorise the formation of 
a Coptic National Body, known as 
the Magtis Milll, with the right to 
supervise Church affairs. 

The late Patriarch, Kirollos V., 


actively opposed this body, and his ' 
action eventually led to his retire- ; 


mont to one of the monasteries. 

Oni his death in 1927 the Maglis 
Milli, acting on the authority given 
it by the Government, elected Com- 
mos Hanna Salama, the reformist 
Bishop of Khartoum, to the Patriar- 
chal See, The election was uni- 
seraally approved, especially by the 
Ethiopians, 

Government Intrigue. 

It, however, soon became evident 
that the Egyptian Government had 
no desire to see the Reformists in 
power, and the appointment of the 
new clected Patriarch was never 
confirmed. 

Intrigue followed . intrigue and 
the acting Patriarch 
Anba Youannis, formerly assistant 
to the late Kirollos V., was elected 


‘| By Government nominees, and the 


election of Commos : Hanna Sala- 
ma by the Maglis Milli was de- 
clared invalid. 

Patriach Anba Yousnnis, on be- 
ing elected, took up his stand by 
the anti-reform clerical party. 
is stated that under his guidance 
the seminary at Cairo is ina re- 
trogressive state and the teaching 
that of a hundred years ago. 
Maglis Milli decided that in ‘order 
to train young priests it was neces- 
sary to send them,as students to 
British universities. The Patriarch 
disallowed this and threatened any 
student proceeding abrond with 
excommunication. The Magiis 
Milli then proposed the employment ! 


of British clergy as teachers in the | 
school; this measure was also re- , 


fused. 
In spite of repeated popular re- 
quests the Patriarch has refused 


all demands both from Alexandria | 


and elsewhere to appoint a Bishop 
to the vacant See at Alexandria. 
All his appointments, it {s sald, 
are of.the reactionary type of 
clergy. : 

Anglophile Community. 

The Patriarch has done his 
utmost’ to recall Bishop. Commos 
Hanna Calama from the Soudan, 
but up to the present local pressure 
has been too great. .. He:appears to 
have created considerable ill-feeling 
in. Ethiopia, where, “itis said, he 
favours Italian influence rather 
than British. 

The Patriarch {s° now -making 
strenuous efforts to get the law. of 
1883 repealed, which would enable 
him to abollst the Mags MUIf. 

The whole controversy {s most 
unfortunate from the point of view 


_}of the well-being of one. of the 


oldest Christian Churches in the 
Middle East; but tt has another 
and political aspect. The stability 
and prosperity of the Coptic 
Church is of great importance to 
Great Britain all through the coun-' 
tries where. Copt influence’ is felt. 
The sympathies of. this ‘community 
have always inclined towards Eng- 
land, and it is to England that they’ 
look for, moral support...”

LAID-UP TONNAGE. 


EFFECT ON NEW CONSTRUCTION 
PROGRAMME. 


Doring January an examination 
was made with a view to ascertain- 
ing the tonnage of laid-up ships. 
The figure given, excluding: tank- 
ers, was 4,467,150 tonsa gross (the 
Chamber cf Shipping gave a some- 
what higher estimate), taking no ac- 
count of numerous vessels — be- 
longing to the United States Ship- 
ping Board which, as is well known, 
will probably never again go to sca. 
The world tonnage of existing ships 
is some 68,000,000 gross, -or about 
60,000,000 tone gross excluding 
tunkers. The comment was there- 
fore made that the laid-up tonnage 
waa excessive and indicated that 
there could be little revival in ship- 
pig until 2 great improvement in 
world trade had caused a large 
proportion of the idle vessels to be 
placed again in commission, 

There is no object in denying that 


shipping is now in a deplorable con- | 


dition, writes the Motor Ship, but 
it is equally unwise to draw con- 
clusions of the nature indicated 
without further investigations, a'so 
without the reflection in mind that 


—|-both-shipping—and-shipbullding—tin |- 


their long history have shown the 
characteristic of rapidity of revival 
more prominently than almost any 
other industry. It is apt to be for- 
yotten, in the depth of depress{on, 
that the genius of the shipowner 
lies more in anticipating a revival 
months hence than in coping with 
the demand it causes once it exiats, 
and in this he differs from those 
responsible for the control of other 
industries. It has been proved 
again and again that the most suc- 
cogsful ahipowner is the man with 
the vision of coming events and the 
cournge to place orders in 9 perlod 
of depreasion. 

If we analyse the 690, 000,000 tons 
of cargo and passenger shipping we 
find that vessels representing 17,- 
000,000 tons are over 20 years old 
and are due for renewal, while the 
tonnage of ships over 25 years old 
fa more than 10,000,000 tons or 
about twice as much as the tonnage 
now laid up. 

To talk about surplus tonnage, 
therefore, is to ignore obsolete ton- 
nage. When it is considered how 
rapid has been the improvement of 
the efficiency of ships, both steam 
and motor, during the past 10 years 
it Is surely an anomaly that 16 per. 
cent. of the vessels afloat have pass- 
od their normal span of Ife and 
more than 26 per cent. are over 20 
years old.

pondent of the Journal of Com- 
merce. 

M. Candace ‘first reports that on 
June 80, 1930, the French merchant 
tonnage aggregated 3,590,879 tons 


tons in 1914, 3,800,000 tons in 1920, 
and 2,378,000 tons In 1929. France 
.| ranks ‘sixth among maritime na- 
tions for the total merchant ton- 
nage owned. 

Considering the average age of 
vessels §t is noteworthy that there 
was a slight improvement on the 
1929 figures (9 per cent. of vessels 
under five years old, and 36 per 
eent. of vessels frorh 5 to 10 years 
old) in the past year (12 per cent. 
of vessels less than 6 years, and 26 
per cent. of vessels from 5 to 10 
years). M. Candace’ also points 
out that as regards the number of 
cargo vessels between 6,000 and 
8,000 tons France comes only 
}eighth with 67 ships,.and drops to 
tenth place, judged by the tonnage 
of metorships on service. 

‘Under Construction. 

In addition to a total of 150, 000 
tons acquired during 1930, consider- 
able tonnage is under construction 
to the account of French ship- 
owners, including over 60,000 tons 
of ships building at foreign yards. 
This fact affords evidence of the 
depreasion of the home shipbuilding 
industry,-and this question {fa dealt 
with in a very expressive 
manner by M. Candace, who 
states that the’ 16 French 
sship-yards, | which have an 
output capacity of about 400,000 
{ tons a year, are turning out at pre- 
sent only about 100,000 tons. 

Stress is laid on the various ren- 
sons for which prices in French 
yards are higher than abroad, 
especially in Great Britain. M. 
Candace comes to the conclusion 
that cstablishment charges alone 
are about three times higher in 
France than_in Great Britain_ for. 
“building a cargo vessel. He is of

BRITISH YARDS HARDEST 
HiT, 


The percentage of shipping built 


In Great Britain for registration 
aboard during 1980 was a record, 
states Lioyd’s summary of the mier- 
cantile ship building of the world, 
44 per cent. of the total of 1,478,063 
tons being for owners residing 
abroad, 

The output for 1980 was 44,060 
tons below that of the previous 
year, 

The number of ships launched 
was ‘481—317 steamers, 141 motor 
ships, 22 barges, and 1 composite 
sailing yacht of 104- tons, the 
Shamrock V. In 1929 ships launch- 
ed numbered 489. 


The returns issued during 1930 
show an {ncreaso for the end’ of 
March since when there was a rapid 
and steady decline, the figure for 
the end of December, 908,902 tons, 
showing a decrease of 651,852 tons 
as’ compared with the tonnage 


‘building at the beginning of the 


year. 


Tonnage coiamenced was not 
sufficient to replace tonnage launch- 
ed, and from the quarterly returns, 
in conjunction with the figures re- 
garding the work in. hand 
at the’ end of " December, 
it may be assumed . that 
the immediate future of the ship- 
building industry, as a whole, is not 
bright. . It would appear that ship- 
building yards in Great Britain and 
Ireland ‘are affected. to a much 
greater extent than those abroad.

“MOST DESPICABLE ” 


It was apparently inevitable 
that the ceremony of Jaying the 
foundation stone. of the new 
Po . Leung Kuk _ building 
yesterday should’ have  af- 
forded His Excellency the 
Governor with an opportunity of 
referring to that handy annual— 
the’ mui-tsai system. . Certain 
irresponsible meddlers and busy- 
bodies would have, the folk in Bri- 
tain’ believe’ that the state] -of 
slavery generated. by the: mui- 
taai system exceeds in its:horrors 
and cruelties anything ever 
penned in “Uncle Tom's Cabin” of 
long ago or in the Liberia of to- 
day. Unfortunately Lord Pass- 
field: and his advisers’ in . the 
Colonial Office rre only -too prone 
to: give: ear:to these’ mischievous 
rumour-mongers and calumniators 
of this Colony's fair name—fear- 


tary of State’s despatch on 
August 22, 1929, instructing that 
steps should be taken forthwith 
to establish machinery for the in- 
suection; control and remunera- 
tion of mui tsai in Hong Kong 
had not been carried out. Mr. 
Edward Taswell Campbell, once a 
tobacco planter and then a taipan 
of a firm in Java (where, to be 
‘sure, ideal conditions for women 
and girls exist!), was promptly 
put in his place by Dr. Drum- 
mond Shiels, the Government 
spokesman. He was told quite 
bluntly, if too politely, that he 
was- “mistaken in. thinking that 
the instructions’ were not carried 
out.” A direct snub for Mr. 
Edward Taswell Campbell, who 
would be well advised to make 
sure of his ground next time be- 
fore asking silly questions on 
matters affecting the administra- 
tion of Hong Kong. 

Sir William Peel has not been 
long in this Colony, but un- 
doubtedly he could quote chapter 
and verse for his statement that 
a great deal of the criticism of 
the mui-tsai system. is unjustified 
and without foundation. His 
Excellency:. neatly turned the 
tables or the meddlers and busy-

PO LEUNG KUK’S |HISTORIC LETTERS TO 


~ WORK. 


Start Made on the 
New Home. - 


GOVERNOR AND MUL TSAIS. 


The foundation stone of the new} 


Po Leung Kuk building in Leighton 

Hill Road was lald by H. E. the 

Governor yesterday, before a large 
and representative gathering. 
' Fifty Years’ History. - 

The Chairman, Mr. Tam Wun- 

tong, addressing the gathering, satd 


that the Po Leung Kuk waa found-]- 


ed in 1878 by Mr. Lo Kang-yeung 
and others, It was maintained by 
subscription, and two wards of the 
Tung Wah Hospital borrowed tem- 
porarily for office use. . In 1891 
$30,000 was raised by subscription, 
and the Tung Wah Hospital contri- 
buted a piece of land. A subsidy 
of $20,000 was also obtained from 
the Government, and the building 
completed In. 1896. Questions of 
sanitation -had determined the 
directors to erecta new building. 

The Government granted a site 
of 80,000 square feet, and through 
the generosity of various benefac- 
tors, $140,000 was raised in sub- 
scriptions. Of that sum, $100,000 
was to be spent on the new build- 
ing. It wna hoped that further 
subscriptions would be forthcoming 
in order to meet the upkeep of the 
institution after it had been built. 

Governor's Speech. 

His Excellency said in epart: 

Criticisms have been levelled in 

various “quarters at the existing 
mui-tsai system jn this Colony. 
Some of the criticism is, perhaps, 
well-founded, but a great deal of 
it is unjustified and without 
foundation. 
. At the same time there are de- 
fects in the system, and Govern- 
ment decided ‘that it. should gra- 
dually be eliminated. Registration 
was insisted upon and also notifica- 
tion of any movements of the girls. 
No more mui-tsais are allowed to 
come into the.Colony, so that, in 
due course, they will gradually 
cense to exist. : 

A cadet officer of the Secretariat 
for Chinese Affairs devotes conal- 
derable time to questions connect- 
ed with the mui-tsal, and I would 
ask for’ the further co-operation of 
individuals and bodies whose help 
I gratefully acknowledge in bring- 
ing to notice any breaches of the 
aw. \

Mr. Justice Maugham, in the 
Chancery Division, gave permission 
for the Paston letters, a valuable 
and historic collection of fifteenth- 
century documents, to be offered 
for sale by -auction.

-Among the respondents to the 
sunimons was the Earl of Bradford, 
one of the trustees. 

Mr. Cc. V. Rawlence, for Mr. 
Pretyman, said that — Colonol 
Tomline, by hia will, -bequeathed | 
“all. the picturas, Prints, statues, 
sculptures, articles of virtu, books, 
furniture, and’ plate in my mansion 
houses at Owell Park ond Riby 
Grove” to his trustees as heirlooms. . 

Included in the chattels of Orwoll - 
Park were 156 of the original manu- 
script letters of the series known 
as the Paston letters, 

These were deseribed as:— 

A valuable collection of letters 
and papers consisting of the cor- 
respondence of members of the 
Paston family and others connected 
with them ‘betiveen the years 1422 
and 1609, and also including some 
State papers nnd, other important’ 
jdocuments, . ; 

The bulk of the remainder of 
the letters were now in the British 
Musoum, : 

Sir John Fenn, the owner of tha’ 
letters in the latter part of the 
eighteenth century, mounted or in- 
laid them in stout sheets of paper,

‘97 candidates were presented 
for the Junior Local Examination. 
89 passed and won 37 distinctions, 
ehiey in mathematics and Scrip- 
ture; there were also 3 in Science 
gnd Ho Shiu-lai was the only can- 
didate who passed with distinction 
in Chinese in the local examina- 
tions. 

Five Years’ Record. 

During the past five yenrs, 
1926-1930, 172 of our boys have 
entered for the Matriculation or 
Senior Local examinations; 102 
passed, 27 with Honours. ‘During 
the’ same period, out of 394 pre- 
sented for the Junior Local,’ only 
165 passed which is 42 per cent. 
These figures show that a satisfac- 
tery proportion of those who pass- 
ed the Junior were also success- 
ful in the Matriculation. The 
standard of the Junior having 
been raised in recent years, there 
{a now n considerable gap between 
Class 3 and the Junior Class. To 
secure better results the studies in 
Class 4 and 3 will have to be more 
thorough 'n the fundamental sub- 
jects and .the promotions more 
strict. This latter measure is in- 
variably distasteful to boys and 
sometimes - objected to” by the 
parents. . But I would ask them 
to bear in mind that the course 
of studies extends over a period 
of only cight years. During the 
past five years out of’ every 100 
boys promoted from Class 4 to 
Cinss 3, 65 passed class 3, 42 
Class 2 and 25 Class 1. Thus 75 
per. cent, either lag behind or 
leave school before having com- 
pleted their secondary course. In 
our opinion the Junior Local is a 
yood preliminary test and it would 
be In error to abolish it. | The 
pupils need an incentive and a 
poal to aim at, and examinations 
ave un Wholesome stimulus for 
everybody—parents, teachers and 
hoys, 

Physical Training. 

Every effort is-made for tha 
physical training of our pupils. 
Fach class gets its turn for drill 
—and alt the pupils, even the 
youngest, show by their attention 
and keenness that they appreciate 
it. In the matter of games we are 
handicapped by the size of the 
playground, In this connection 
we are deeply) indebted to the 
Military authorities for the use of 
the Murray Parade Ground. 

The College was visited in June 
and December by the Medical’ 
Officers for Schools and in their 


report they state. that the premises f p 


are. ag usual clean 
order, : 
.The Junior School in Chatham 
Road, Kowloon, had an average at- 
tendance of 156. The Inspector 
of Schools reported it as efficient.

pionship of the world’s 
athletic meet. 


The First Time. 


The entry will mark the first 
time In the history of the world 
olympiad that China takes part 
in the competitions. China became 
a member of-the Olympiad a few 
years ago, but has never partici- 
pated in any of the many contests 
offered. 

The meeting also decided to send 
a few Chinese boxers, amateurs 
who rre experts on Chinese boxing, 
to give exhibitions in the Los An- 
geles Games, writes’ the China. 
Free Press. ~ ; 

The question of financing the 
soceer team and the boxers to make 
the trip to the United States and 
return will be in the hands of the 
Federation. 

That China should 
part in the 1932 Davis Cup series 
was also decided at the executives’ 
meeting. In this connection, Gor- 
don Lum and Khoo Hooi-hye, fore- 
‘mozt Chinese tennis players, have 
applied to the Federation for 
sanction to represent the country 
in the next year’s tourney at their 
own expenses, and the meeting de- 
eided that the sanction should be 
-given them on condition that 
should: there be other star per- 
formers who deserve a place in the

support. But so long as the pre-, 


sent financial stringency continues, 
no Government would be justified in 
wasting money on ‘what is, after 
all, a luxury. 

If and when it can be shown that 
there Is a strong public demand for 
broadeasting (which at present, to 


judge from” the number of” Heences” 


{fasued, does not exist), and -when 
the industry is in a position to help 
itself, then steps may be taken to 
foster ita growth.
